Prior to that 
Dr. Leutner attended Adelbert College and graduated with his A.B. degree 
in 1901. He received his Ph.D. degree from John Hopkins, journeyed to 
Europe where he studied in Rome and Athens. Returning in 1903 to Adel- 
bert, he became instructor in Greek. In 1935 he received his LL.D. degree 
from Wittenberg College. A member of Phi Beta Kappa and Beta Theta 
Pi fraternities, Dr. Leutner also appears in Who’s Who in America. 


EDWARD BLYTHIN 


Edward Blythin, financial vice-president, took his LL.B. at Baldwin-Wallace | See 
in 1916 and his LL.D. at the Cleveland Law School before coming to Reserve = 

in his present capacity. In addition to being a former mayor of Cleveland, NS 
he has served in other public offices. He took his present position in 1943. — 





WEBSTER GODMAN SIMON 


Webster Godman Simon, educational vice-president of Adelbert College, 
is serving his seventh year in that capacity. Before coming to Adelbert as 
an instructor of mathematics in 1918, he took his A.B. and A.M. degrees at 
Harvard, and his Ph.D. at the University of Chicago. 
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WILLIAM POWELL JONES 
William Powell Jones, dean of Adelbert College, assumed his present posi- 
tion in February of 1947. He came to Western Reserve in 1930 as an assist- 
ant professor of English, was promoted to associate professor in 1938, and 
full professor with his appointment as dean. He received his A.B. degree 
from Emory University in 1921, and his M.A. and Ph.D. degrees from Har- 
vard University in 1925 and 1927 respectively. 


CHARLES WILLIAM HUNTLEY 
Charles William Huntley, ex-dean of Adelbert, left the college in February 
of this year to assume the post of Dean of Union College from which he 
received his A.B. degree in 1934. He received his M.A. and Ph.D. degrees 
from Harvard in 1935 and 1938: He has been dean since 1941 and served 
as professor of psychology since 1938. Adelbert suffered a substantial 
loss when Dr. Huntley left. 








FRANCIS R. BACON 


Francis R. Bacon, dean of the School of Architecture of Western Reserve 
University, received his B.S. degree from the University of Pennsylvania. 
He lived in Germany from 1921 to 1922, and in 1923 took his present posi- 
tion. The present School of Architecture was established in 1921 and 
consolidated with the University Corporation in 1941. The School is 
located in Pierce Hall. 





ARTHUR P. WYSS 


Arthur P. Wyss, dean of the School of Pharmacy, took his present position 
in 1945 after serving as head of the department of pharmacy at the Univer- 
sity of Buffalo. He took his Sc.B., M. S., and Ph.D. degrees at the University 
of Colorado, where, after a short time as a research chemist, he became a 
professor of pharmacy. The Cleveland School of Pharmacy of Western 
Reserve University became part of the University on May 8, 1819. 

















RUSSELL A. GRIFFIN 

Russell A. Griffin, dean of men for the University, is serving his second 
year in that position. He has seen enrollment reach an all-time high of 
some 14,000 since his return from the service as a lieutenant in the Navy. 
He left his post as Adelbert's assistant dean in 1942, and when he returned, 
took over as dean of men, and associate professor of English. After gradu- 
ating from Hillsdale College in Michigan, he took his Ph.D. at Westen 
Reserve.

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THE EDITOR SPEAKS... 


To the students, 

In the last few hectic days of putting out a yearbook, many an editor 
has sighed a remorseful sigh and wondered why some of the pictures 
in his files were not included in the book. If he is a practical editor, he 
can rationalize as he looks the unused pictures over, and he can find 


reasons for not using them. 


If the editor has more remorse than discretion, he can toss the leftover 
pictures on the last few pages and label the whole thing ‘‘Campus 
Candids,” “Around the Campus,” or some such all-inclusive title. But 
if discretion triumphs, the unused pictures stay in the files and become 


part of the next editor's inheritance. 


The case was no different with EOS. In the files were a few pictures 
good enough to be used in the yearbook, but were discarded 


for ones that better suited the purpose. For instance, here . . 





is a good informal picture, taken at a banquet last fall, that shows 


another side of University life. It was a good picture, but it wasn’t used. 








The editor of a yearbook has troubles, and most of them are perennial. 


One of the greatest of these is how to cover all activities. Springing from 
this problem is another one. How shall proportional coverage be given 
to all activities? This problem is one that must be solved every year, 


and solved in a different way

put aside. 

“Time is money,” the saying goes, and that brings up two more 
problems of a yearbook editor—time, and money. The yearbook staff 
has a limited amount of time in which to produce its publication. One 
sure way of getting complete coverage of all activities is to take plenty 
of pictures. The unimportant ones can be separated and thrown out 
later if this method is used. But the drawback of lack of money keeps 


this method from being used more often. 


If this yearbook had an unlimited supply of money, it could have taken 


more pictures like this . . .

This is the kind of picture that makes a good yearbook. Informal, spur- 
of-the-moment scenes are unbeatable for producing reader interest. 


Sadly enough, there are few such pictures in the book. 


Another of the troubles of a yearbook editor deserves brief mention. 
In the last analysis, it is the editor who is responsible for the errors that 
appear in the publication. If John J. Smith’s picture appears in the book, 
it is a pretty good idea to have John J. Smith’s name to identify it. 
Nothing is more disappointing to the student, the editor, and everyone 
concerned to see his name spelled Etaoin J. Shrdlu. Still, these errors 
occur, and will continue to occur so long as humans are capable of 


makirg mistakes. 


But getting back to adequate coverage, the University Players is an 


example of an activity incompletely represented. This picture... . 





should have been included in the layout of those pages, but it wasn't. 
In fact, a much better coverage should have been given to the whole 


activity. Here is another picture that should have been used 





but it wasn’t. And it is a heartbreaking task to estimate the number of 
pictures of the Players that should have been taken, but weren't. Time 


and money again. 


This doesn't begin to cover all the troubles of an editor. If you haven't 
guessed it before now, it was a way to use some pictures that really 


deserved to be used. 
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
